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MAZATLAN, Mexico, — The 
stewardess shook us awake and 
said, “We are coming in to land, 
Please fasten your safety belts.” 
We were groggy with the un- 
satisfying half-sleep you have in 
airplanes, Then the view through 
the window brought us sharply 
awake, 

It was sunrise. The sky ahead 
was soft rose with the sun a 
blood-red disc above the jungle- 
green hills, Ahead and behind 
stretched the long line of the 
sand coast, with a thin strip of 
white where the green Pacific 
curled and broke on the beach 

Our pilot—a sensationally un- 
romantic looking little man, a 
sort of Mexican version of 
Ernest Truex—brought the sil- 
ver DC-3 to a smooth landing 
and we disembarked and fussed

So it was with the hotel. In- 
side is a great, open compound 
that is like a conservatory of 
Mexican horticulture amd in the 
shadow of the lush vegetation 
we signed the registry. 

Our room is on the top floor 
looking out on the sea and it, 
too, is designed as a retreat 
from the sun. It is at least 
eighteen feet high, the walls 
in an off-white plaster. The 
flooring is of square tiles, the 
color of old ivory. The furni- 
ture, twin beds, a writing desk, 
bureau, closet and table lamps, 
is of some bright, bronze native 
wood, hand-made and with a 
simplicity that is the ultimate 
in craftsmanship 

The bedspreads and_ the 
drapes are hand-woven in light 
prown fabrics. The bathroom 
is in olive tile and there is a 
shower cage of glass. French 
doors at one end of the room 
open out on a high-domed ver- 
andah with a low railing of 
wrought iron.

Tt was after noon when we 
aworke and finally took serious 
note of ous surroundings. I am 
afraid you are in for a good deal 
of description, but for a begin- 
ning let’s look at the view from 
this small baleony where I sit 
now in the sunset. 

The bay here is a half moon, 
perhaps an eighth of a mile 
across. To the south and to the 
north are high promontories. In 
front of our hotel—the Belmar— 
runs a wide cement boulevard 
and promenade with evenly spac- 
ed palms, 

The traffic on this shore front 
avenue, Avenida Olas Atlas, con- 
sists largely of horse-drawn bug- 
gies, delapidated fringed sulkies 
drawn by delapidated and weary 
nags and known in the very de- 
scriptive language of Spain as 
“the spiders.” 

The surf here is not severe, 
but it comes in with a healthy 
roar among the rocks. To the 
south one curve of the cove is 
pure sand, here and there are 
several children in swimming — 
none of them Mex.can for, as one 
told us earlier today, “only Ameri- 
canos would be crazy enough to 
swim in middie winter.” 

He was not aware that we had 
swum ourselves in the early af- 
ternoon. The weather was not 
oppressive—very similar, indeed, 
to a hot July day in Vancouver 
and the water not too warm to be 
bracing, not too cool to be in- 
viting 

It is very salty and there is a 
vicious undertow because of the 
shape of the bay. The good 
swimming is a mile away, down 
from the cocoanut groves, but toe 
day we did not have the strength 
to get there
